Hang Scotus, quo’ thefe Bowzers, 
lead us to Ariftippws 5 ene Epitomy of bis in Quarto is 
worth a Volume of the Dunces. But of all Beafts 
none fo great as— A drunken Woman— of whichI could 
give many ftrange and amazing Inftances. Clero,a Wo- 
man, was fo praétis’d in Drinking that fhe durft chal- 
lenge all Men and Women whatfoever for the Maftery in 
Drinking, and overcome all. 


Tu wond’rous firange! that Women (who are faid 
To be the weaker Veflels) (hou’d out-do 
The Men (who moftly are much flronger made) 
In drinking Ale, Beer, Wine, and Brandy too! 
Some Women they {hal drink ye Hog{heads dry, 
And live ; fome Men fcarce Half fo much, and die! 
What fhou'd the Reafon be ? Why, thw indeed : 
Their Veflels they are weak, 
And foon do {pring a Leak, 
Letting the Liquor out as fa as "sts receiv’d. 


What Words can prevail on Mankind, when fuch 
dreadful Appearances of Drunkennefs can’t? Or indeed 
what Perfon, tho’ rofe from the Dead on Purpofe, can 
move them, who are obftinate, cho’ they rife from the 
Dead, as ic were, fo often themfelves ? But before I 
proceed any further, I muft obferve the numerous Tribe 
of Proverbs we have in Englifh, on Purpofe to encou- 
rage this Vice. How many Songs praife it, and how 
many Catches are dedicated te its Divinity? The Wit 
of a Nation is nerally known by its Proverbs, and 
ought thar to be encourag’d amongft them which teaches 
Men to lofe their Wits? Not only for the Time pre(ént, 
but by along Habit, ie wears off the Edge of Wit, and 
exhales Vapours, to cloud the Underftanding. 


But I muft now come to the Thing propos’d. There 
needs no Definition where its Attendants are fo odious, 
nor any Pieces of Philofophy co defiribe that which is 
fo much beneath a Philofopher and a Man toe. 


He that uw drunken, may bis Mother tid 
Big with bis Sifter 5, be bath loos’d the Reins, 
Js out-Jaw'd by bimfelf, all Kinds of il 
Doth with bis Liquor {wim into bu Bratns. 
The Drunkard jorfeits Man, and doth diveft 
All Worldly Rights, awe what be bath by Beaft. 
Herbert. 


Sacred Writ, as it gives the firft Example, fo it de- 
{cribes the fatal Coniequences of Drunkennefs ; and the 
Heathens, when they found that every one in his Drink 
Was was an Emperour, thoughe they could do no lefs 
than make a God of that Juice which had fuch power- 
ful Operations, Such miftaken blind Zealots were they 
in Religion, to make Vice Virtue, and that Service 
worthy of a God which was unworthy of a Man. 

The Dangers of Drunkennefs may be divided isto 
Two Parts, the outward and inward, The outward 
Dangers are fo numerous and cafual, that to reckon them 
all up would be abfurd and impertinent. The Danger 
of being engag’d in deceitful Bargains, firing of Houles, 
&c. are enough to illuftrate this Matter, but the in- 
ward Dangers are unhappy, tho’ not fo numerous as 
the other. How many Difeafes flow from that vitious 
Fountain ? How many are fed, and are nourifh'd by it? 
The Gout in Particular is enough to terrify all Profeflors 
in chat Art, which, as it is an Earneft of a long Lile 
will be fure to bring Pain enough with it, fo as to make 
a few Years feem an Age: But thefe Things being fo 
well known, I had rather enquire into the Reafons of this 
Vice, of what UWle it can be, or how ict can fuit with 
Nature. Refrefhment after Labour is allow’d by all to 
be both wholefome and pleafant. Wine, as Solomon faith, 
maketh glad the Heart of Man; fo that all agree in the 
Ufe of it, tho’ few in the Mcafure of it. In my Opini- 
on the pious Mr, Herbert feems to fet the beft Bounds for 


‘drinking, when he tells us, the Firft Gla us for Refreft- 


ment, the Second for Pleafure, and the Third bas Poifomin it, 
fo judicioufly did that Saint limic that univerfal Difeale. 
Suppole we allow Three Glaffes, which certainly chear 
the Spirits, what more can be aim’d at in“drinkjng? 


Some perhaps will obieét Company, that all Society = 
Aa 
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be fpooil’d, and Bufinefs interrupted. With @ many 
Advances above Three Glaffes, his Head turns more and 
more, his Brains become diforder’d, and himfelt unfit 
for Bufine(s, fo that certainly all Bargains can be beft 
mae, ail i riendthip béft maintain’d, when the Spirits 
are elevated to their juft Degree. Befides, Self-prefer- 
vation is Nature’s Law: Muft you ees a your own 
Health and Conftirution for good Fellowfhip only, and 
lofe your Senles to enjoy that Company you have hardly 
Senfe to perceive prefent ? 

Men might live (and that merrily too) without drink- 
ing, for as for Thirft we fee it voluntarily fupprefs’d by 
divers; for there was a Romana General, call’d Fulio 
Viator, who being in his Youth fick of a certain Corrup- 
tion between the Flefh and the Skin, was forbidden to 
drink by the Phyfitians, ufing himfelf to which Abfti- 
nence a while, he kept it in his Age, without ever drink- 
ing any thing atall. It iseafy tor asy Manto live Five 
or Six Days without drinking, if the Vidtuals he eats be 
cold and moift. I knew a Woman ({ays a Spanifh Au- 
thor) chat made a Paflime to abftaia trom Drink tight 
or Ten Days. There wasa Manin Medina del Campo that 
fraid ufually Thirty or Forty Days without drinking a 
Drop, and longer, if it were inthe Fruit-feafon, tor 
with eating thereof he moiften’d fo his Stomach that he 
had little Defireto drink any thing: But what Pontanus 
wrireth in his Book of Caleflial Things caufeth me to 
wonder a great deal more, of a Man that in all his Life- 


time never drank atall: Which dadiflam, King of ‘aples, 
hearing, made him per torce drink a little Water 5 which | 
caus'd him to feel extream Pain and Torment in his — 


Belly. But tho’ Temperance in Drinking be a Virtue, 
and perhaps the beft Phyfzian, yet shere ms no Deceit ina 
Brimmer, for Wine was given to exhilerate the droop- 
ing Hearts, and raife the drow(y Spirits of dejeéted Souls. 
Is noc the liberal Cup the Sucking-hottle of the Sons of 
Phoebus, to folace and refrefhtheir Palates in the Night 
of fad [avention ¢ which made Cowley cry, 


The thirfly Earth foaks up the Rain, 
And drinks, and papes for Drink again. 
The Plants fuckin the Earth, and are 
By conftant Drinking, frefh and fair, 
The Sea it felf, which one wow d think,

Colony, and for that Reafon 1 did defign to bave ask’d kim, 
Whither the Account we have of the Sibils be nota Fi- 
étion? or if real, What is their Names, Number and 
Country ? But perceiving (by your lat Oracle) that you are 
able 10 prove all bis Anjwers dul, ignorant, falje and imper- 
tinent, I fhall no longer confult Smith's Oracle, and therefore 
now defire Mr. Dunton’s Anfwer to the foregoing Quefliom 
concerning the Sibils, in which J hope you will not deny ime, as 
I (hab give a Light into your Sibil-Poft, or léeal Kingdom, 
which / perceive by thofe Sibil-Pofts you bave already publifh'd, 
you defign as a full Anfwer for all Ranks and Degrees 0; 
Men, but more efpecialy for the Ladies ? 

Anfw. Tho’ it be generally acknowledy’d that there 
were Sibiils, yetas to their Names, their Number, their 
Country, and their Works, nay, the whole Story of 
them, all is full of Doubts and Uncercainties, The Ety- 
mology of the Greek Word tignifies as much asthe Wil 
or Counfel of Gods the. Holick Dialeét faving Siow inftead 
of Theou. The Chaldeans cali’d tiem Samberes. They 
are cited, and confeq ientty acknowledg’d by Fuflin Mar- 
tyr, Theopbilxs ot Amioch, Askenagoras, Clemens Jexindri- 
nus, Tatian, Lattantiws, and other ancient Authors. Varro, 
and Diodorus Siculus, call them Women fill’d with Divi- 
nity, tore-telling Things to come, whence they came 
alfo to be call*d Propbete/J-s. Some conceive that they 
were before the War of 7voy, and refer all their Predi- 
ctions only toone of them, imaginingthacthe fame thing 
happen’d to them as had done to Homer, who, for his 
preat Reputation, gave Occafion to feveral Cities of 
Greece, to attribute his Birthto them: In like manner as 
agreat Number of Cities and Countries, as for Inftance, 
Erythra, Cuma, Sardis, Troy, Rhodes, Libya, Phrygia, Sa- 
mos and A gypt, cdefirovs to attribute to themiclives the 
Birth of that Sibil, ic came to be beliew’d, thae there 
were Ten of them. Amongft whom, Martianus Cagis, 
grounding his Affertion upon very probable Conjectures, 
acknowle (ges bur Two, Eropbila, the Trojan Sibil, whom 
he affirms to be the fame that ethers call the Phrygian and 
Cumaan, and the others Symmazgia, call’ allu Frsibras, at 
the Place of her Birth. hay afhicms, that there were at 
Rome Three Statues ot the Sybils, One erctted by Pacwvius 
laurmas, the other Two by Marcus Valerius Mefjala. The 
firft of thefe Three, according tothe Relation of Solirus 
in his Polybiftor, was call’d Cumana, who prophesy i at Cu- 
me in the biftieth Olympiad, and had fijll her Temple at 
Pouzols, about a Hundred Years iince, burt was bwin’ ia 
a general Conflagration that happen'd there inthe Year 
MDXXXIX. under the Ruins of which it was then bu- 
ty’d 5 fo that these remains now only dome porrmmress 
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Places, intowhich a Man cannot go upright, yet ftill ex- 
pre's a certain Divinity, in as much as thofe Rel:.ques 
of avaft and tpacious Sccutture, teem to be allcut out 
of one Stone. The Secoad was cali’d the Delpkick sibil, 
and liv’d before the Wars of Troy. The Third is that 
Evtphyla of Erythre, who propheiy’d at Lejbos, Sélian 
affirms, that there were Four, wz. the Erythrein, the 
Samiin, the  Aigyptian, and that of Sardu. To that 
Number others adi Two, the Fudzice and the Cumain , 
but Varro, defirous to have yet more ot them, adds Four, 
1d makes them up Tens of which Opinion ts allo Onu- 


Plato, in his Theagines athrms, That Socrates acknow- 
ledg'd them to be Prophet: ties ; and in his Phedon, the 
fame Socrates fhews, by their Example, that Extravagance 
oc D.ftrattion of Mind does many times bring great Ad- 


vantagesto Mankind. Arijtore, in the Firft Queftion of, 


the Lhirtieth Section of his Probleins, affirms, That 
Women became Sidils when the Brain is over heated, 
not.by S ckne%S, but throvgh a natural Difemper. And 
eliewhere hz delcribes the fub*erraneous Palace of a Si- 
bil, whom he effirms, according to the common Report 
of her, tohave liv’d a long Time, and continu’d a Vire 
gin, Plutarch in his Treatife, Why the PropbetefS Py- 
thia renders wot her Anfwers in Verfe, afficms, that by a 
particular tavorr of God, a Sibil had fpoken I hings du- 
ring the Spaceot a Thoutund Years ; and elfewhere, that 
flic toretold the Defiruction of feveral Cities that were 
atterwards (wailow’d up, the Fire of Mount Gibel, and 
divers other Things, fetting down near the Time when 
what fhe had faid fhould come to pafs. Paufanias athrms, 
Chat che Sibil Heroph:la, had certainly foretold the bring- 
ing up oF Helen at Sparta, and thac it fhould cccafion 
the Deftcudtion of Troy. Fustin, having related what 
Account Pato made of Perfons who foretold Things to 
come, whe he fays, defervethe Name of.Divine, though 
they do nor themielves comprehend the great and certain 
Things which they Predié&, fays, That thac is to be 
undesitood of the sibilline Verfes : the Writers whereof, 
faidhe had not the fame Power as the Poets have, viz. 
that of correcting and polifhiag their Works; in as much 
a; the [ofpiracion cealing, they do not fo much as re- 
wember what they had faid, though fome have been of 
Opinion, thatthe Agitation of Mind, wherewith they 
have prophefy’d, feem’d to he the Effect of the evil 
Spirit 5 producing, as a Confirmation of this Opinion, 
one of the Sib.Js, who fays of her felf, That, for ber enor- 
mous Crimes, (he was condema'd tothe Fire. Yet allowing 
thefe Verfes to be rank’d among the Suppofitious, there 
is {till a greater Prob:bility enclining us to judge other- 


wife of chem, when we confider the good Initruétions , 


given us, and the Mifteries of our Salvation contain’d 
therein; it being not the Funétion of Devils and evil 
Spirits to encourage us to Piety. But however it be, 
this is clearly-evinc’d, that there have been Sibils, and 
that they fore-told Things to come. 
. a. Why Fejus Chrift never gave Alms to tke Beggars be 
clea ? 

A, That blind Man was poor, yea, and a Beggar, 
Fobn 9. 8. Another blind Man whom. our Lord cu-

not have been a double Beneficence, if when he 
them Sight, he fhou’d likewife have offer’d them where. 
with to (atisfy their Hunger? But as the beft Aétionsar. 
the moft fubjectro Detrattion, Jefus Cbrift cou’d hay 
wanted no Adverfaries who woud have difputed the 
Truth of the Miracle, faying, That it may be thofe Beg. 
gars were never Blind, but only feign’d to have been fo, 
being hir’d with Money : And indeed,as to him that was 
bora Blind, the $’ms would not believe he had been fo, 
till they were convinc'd it was fo, Foku ge 18, &c. To 
prevent their Blafphemies, Jefus Chrift abftain’d from 
beftowing any Alms on thole Beggars. St. Peter hag 
neither Gold nor Silver when he caus’d him to walk 
who was born Lame, Ads 3. 6. But altho’ that Apo. 
tle fhou’d have had wherewith to fhew himfelf libera 
to that Beggar, ‘tis likely his Prudence would have keg 
him from dving it, for the Caule aforefaid. 

Q. Mr. Dunton, Pray let your Oracle refolve me, Why 
the Scripture nameth notthe Time, viz. the Year, or the Dy, 
when Sin began ? 

A. In vain do Men undertake to know how much 
Time pafs’d from the Creation of the Angels, tothe Re. 
volt of many of them, or how long Adam was in the 
State of Innocency. ’Lis not mention’d on what Day, 
nor at what Hour of the Day, nor yet in what Year Sia 
entredthe World : ’Tis very likely, and that upon very 
ftrong Reafons, that Adim continu’d but very tew Days 
in his primitive Integrity. Yet the Hiftory doth no 
name neither the Day nor the Year cf his Fall, nor in 
what Age it was. 

And as the Scripture never expreifeth the total Sum 
of the Years of the Life of a wicked Man, as many have 
obferv’d, fo it would not mark the Time Sin was Born: 
Many Sins committed fince, are there circumilanc’d by 
the Expreffion of the Time when they hapned + but the 
firft Sin that produc’d all the others is there mention'd, 
without the leaft Defignation of the Term of its Birth. 

All the Conje&ture which we can give thereof is this: 
The Scripture relating the Creation of the Works of 
God, hath diftinguifh’d them from thofe that are not of 
his making, and yet neverthelefs hapned foon after che 
Creation. Now this is one of the Marks of that Di- 
ftinétion, that of-all the Works of God, it is faid on what 
Day they began to be, butthe Day Sin was Born, ‘is not 
mark’d in the Kalender of the Holy Ghoft. 

Yea, long after che Creation, the Scripture forbore to 
exprels the Year wherein Cain kill’d his Brother. That 
Silence hath many Caufes, but we fee buc very few a 
them.
